John Bremer is no longer 
the powerful Education 
Commissioner of British 
Columbia. 

Premier Barrett has 
labelled him “a bit of a 
failure" and Education 
Minister Eileen Dailly con¬ 
firmed this weekend that 
Bremer’s one-man com¬ 
mission has come to an end. 

Dailly declined to say, 
however what will become of 
Bremer, who has a three- 
year, $28,000-a-year contract 
with the government to study 
B.C.’s education system and 


make recommendations for 
change. 

I’ll lie meeting with 
Bremer shortly and announce 
then what he will be doing,” 
she said.

Dailly told the annual 
convention of Young New 
Democrats at the University 
of B.C. that Bremer, hailed as 
a renowned educational 
innovator when he was hired 
last year, had talked too much 
and not listened enough. 

"Our goals and objectives 
would have been better 


achieved if Mr. Bremer had 
assumed more of a listening, 
evaluating and reporting 
role,” she said. 

Dailly said she had 
discussed the problem with 
Bremer several times and the 
commissioner had insisted his 
style and mode of operation 
was necessary. 

Another problem with 
Bremer, Dailly said, was that 
he made public statements 
w hich stirred unrest and were 
interpreted as government 
iwlicy. 


The minister said she in¬ 
formed Bremer last week of 
(he decision to remove him 
from his role of com¬ 
missioner. 

Bremer, however, who has 
declined to comment on his 
dismissal, said he was sur¬ 
prised at the manner in which 
Dailly announced his ter¬ 
mination and said his 
discussions with her had in¬ 
volved only his role as com¬ 
missioner. not his dismissal. 

The Hurry over Bremer 
began last week when 
I Vernier Barrett said in a 


television interview that 
Bremer had been "a bit of a 
failure.** 

Barrett said the one-man 
commission approach "was a 
hit of a flop" and hinted that 
Bremer was through. 

Th. premier said later he 
"as "not knocking the guy 
|>crsonaIly" and he meant 
Bremer’s approach had been 
a failure. 

Bremer said the premier’s 
statements had put him "in a 
very embarrassing position" 
md he has arranged for a 
Hireling with Barrett this 


week to discuss his ter- 
donation. 

Both Barrett and Dailly said 
the task forces and com¬ 
mittees set up by Bremer as 
I‘•art of his study of the 
education system will con¬ 
tinue their work and their 
proposals for educational 
change will he funnelled 
through the department of 
education. 

"The department will now 
take on the role of the com¬ 
mission. People have been 
added to the staff and the 
department has been geared 


up to cope with this," Dailly 
said. "The department can 
now move out into the 
province.” 

The 4(>-year-old English¬ 
men educator was appointed 
last Kebruary by Dailly, who 
expressed confidence in his 
"|M*oven success as an in¬ 
novative educator.” 

At the time he was Killam 
Senior Eellow at Dalhousie 
University in Halifax. 
Bremer, who holds graduate 
degrees from Cambridge and 
U'icester Universities, is the 
author of five books on 
education.

Energy board approves 
export gas price hike 


The 81 per cent increase in 
the export price of natural 
gas, instituted by B.C. in 
November, has been approved 
by the National Energy 
Board. 

“The NEB supports B.C.’s 
position and it’s really a 
happy, happy day for the 
people of British Columbia,’’ 
Attorney-General Alex 
Macdonald said. 

Since November, B.C.’s 


major natural gas purchaser, 
a U.S. company run jointly by 
El Paso Natural Gas Co. and 
Northwest Pipeline Corp., has 
refused to pay the increased 
price. The company con¬ 
tended B.C. did not have the 
authority to raise export 
prices. 

Macdonald said he was sure 
the American firm would now 
pay the increase. “They have 
to,” he said, since the NEB is 


the authority on export prices. 

The government-owned 

B.C. Petroleum Corp. raised 
the natural gas price from 33 
cents to 58 cents per thousand 
cubic feet and the export gas 
price is set at five per cent 
above the domestic price, so 
the price to U.S. customers 
was officially 61 cents. 

The American firm 
therefore owes B.C. between 


$5 and 66 million in arrears, 
according to James Rhodes, 
B.C. Petroleum Corporation 
chairman. 

Macdonald had asked the 
NEB to reduce natural gas 
exports because of the U.S. 
company’s refusal to pay the 
higher price but B.C. made it 
clear it was the increased 
revenue it was interested in, 
not curtailment of deliveries. 


B.C. to be wary 
on energy pacts 


B.C. will never again sign 
long-term contracts to sell 
non-renewable energy 
resources, Premier Barrett 
pledged last week. 

At the same time, the 
premier said B.C. would 
always be ready to come to 
the aid of Washington State,

“Should there be a 
catastrophe, caused by 
natural causes, we, as good 
neighbors, would do whatever 
possible in that situation,” he 
said. 

Asked what he meant about 


long-term contracts, Barrett 
said he believed no country 
should sign a contract for 
longer than five years. 

The present natural gas 
contract for U.S. sales expires 
in 1989.

AI Bailey of Victoria Meat 
Market is predicting a 10 to 20 
per cent increase in retail beef 
prices in the next few weeks. 

Howard Grant, of Grant’s 
Food and Meat Market, paid 
five cents more a pound for 
beef last week, and said the 


retail price hike will be even 
greater. 

He’s expecting to pay 
another increase of 10 cents a 
pound “in the very near 
future.’ 

Glen Hassard of ‘Lakehill 
Meats paid about four cents a 
pound more for wholesale beef 
last week, and said this week’s 
Hke may be as high. 

He’s been selling sides of 
Leef at 91.03 a pound and said 
the price may go up to as 
much as 81.25 a pound. 


The new increases end the 
levelling off in prices through 
October, November and 
December, said Bailey. 

Bailey said there was still 
time this week to buy beef 
before prices get too high. 

Barry Fisher of Glenwood 
Meat Packers said the end of 
lower prices will make beef 
an economic business again 
for producers. The strong 
world demand for feed grain 
is a big factor in the new 
prices, he said.

First labor code 
sections now law 


Major sections of the new 
Labor Code of B.C. were 
proclaimed Monday, in¬ 
cluding provisions for cer¬ 
tification, accreditation, 
unfair labor practices, 
mediation and arbitration. 

Labor Minister Bill King 
also announced that the o4d 
Labor Relations Act has 
been repealed and seven more 
appointments have been made 
to the Labor Relations Board. 

Several provisions of the 
new code have not been 


proclaimed yet, King said, but 
will be in the next few weeks 
when administration and 
implementation procedures 
have been worked out. 

Those sections deal with 
technological change, strikes 
and picketing, first collective 
agreements, special officers 
and councils of trade unions. 

The new appointments to 
the I/rbor Relations Board, 
chosen as representatives of 
both labor and management 
in the province, include: John 
Billings, immediate past

Opposition spokesmen were 
quick to criticize the govern¬ 
ment’s proposed acquisition of 
a Vancouver land develop- 
merfTfirm and Liberal leader 
David Anderson said the move 
shows the government’s in¬ 
competence in business. 

Dunhill Development Corp. 
is an amalgamation of 
property development, real 
estate, and construction firms 
which the government hopes 
to purchase for $5.8 million 
dollars. 

If the government succeeds 
in buying 90 per cent of the 
company’s stock, and 
shareholders controlling 80 
per cent of the stock say they 
will sell, the government will 


have acquired $4.3 million in 
land holdings as well as some 
partly finished construction 
projects. 

The government intends to 
pay $4.28 per share, although 
in 1973 the 45,850 company 
shares traded at a high of $2.60 
and a low of $1.60. 

Anderson charged this 
discrepancy between the 
offered price and the trading 
value of the shares “makes 
clear somebody is making a 
killing at the public’s ex¬ 
pense.” 

Opposition leader Bill 
Bennett criticized the pur¬ 
chase from a different angle, 
saying the government was 


using the purchase to enter 
private industry, not as a 
means of providing more 
housing for B.C. 

Dunhill was already 
providing housing for the 
province, he said, and the 
government’s responsibility is 
to develop programs so that 
existing companies could 
build housing units. 

Bennett said he was not as 
concerned about the financial 
aspect of the purchase, since 
any discrepancies would be 
revealed quickly enough. 

“I’m more worried about 
the concept as a cover-up for 
the lack of initiative on the 
part of the government (in 
housing),” he said.

But Waller warned the 
finance committee last week 
that sum doesn’t cover the 
costs of stationery, materials 
and other miscellaneous 
expenditures 

The city could have saved 
about $2,500 in printing costs if 
the provincial government 
had sent earlier notification 
that registration cards would 
be available free from the 
Queen's Printer. 


A dangerous mixture of 
drugs sold as mescaline in 
Nanaimo and possibly Duncan 
early this month is suspected 
of causing a traffic fatality, an 
attempted suicide and 21 
reports of bad trips and 
illness, an RCMP spokesman 
says. 

Inspector Dan Webster of 
Nanaimo detachment said 
large capsules containing a 
white substance were being 
sold as mescaline for $2 to $3 
each on the illicit market in 
Nanaimo. An analysis 
revealed they contained a 
mixture of the mood- 
modifying drugs 
methaqualone and benac- 
tyzine. 

In small doses, the drugs 
usually act as sedatives but 
the federal department of 
health warns that larger doses 
can produce a feeling of 
anxiety, lack of co-ordination 
and loss of a sense of reality. 

Police suspect the mixture 
may have been responsible for 
the death of Robert E. Mar¬ 
shall, 16, of Ladysmith, who 
was killed shortly before 
midnight Jan. 4 when he 
walked in the middle of the 
Trans Canada Highway near 
Duncan and was hit by a car. 
Webster said Marshall was 
known to have purchased 
some capsules in Nanaimo 
earlier that evening. 

A 35-year-old man, who had 
taken a capsule in a beer 
parlor, jumped off a bridge in 
Nanaimo and broke both arms 
and a leg in the 30-foot fall. 

The local drug aid centre in 
Nanaimo received 18 calls 
about bad trips and illness 
caused by the drug. 

A Duncan RCMP 
spokesman said a 17-year-old 
youth who had taken the drug 
had to be committed to a 
mental institution. There were 
three reported cases in the 
Duncan area, he said.

Food poisoning

All caterers in Greater 
Victoria have been asked to 
provide public health officials 
with full details of 
scheduled banquets and 
similar functions to enable 
speedy and efficient action in 
the event of food poisoning. 

Senior Medical Officer Dr. 
James Whitbread said this 
week the request, in the form 
of a circular letter, follows an 
episode of bacteria-type in¬ 
fection involving 40 out of 50 
persons who attended a pre- 
Christmas club banquet. 

He declined to name either 
the dub or the catering firm 
involved, saying only that the 
latter had been warned. 

Whitbread said the problem 
is often caused by improperly 
cooked food, or prepared food 
that has been left to cool too 
long without refrigeration. 

“There is a tendency at such 
times to overload facilities. 


They may not have the proper 
space or equipment or staff to 
deal with the catering job,” he 
said. 

The information required by 
Whitbread’s department on 
planned banquets includes the 
date, the name of the 
organization concerned, 
number of persons being

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B.C. wins praise 
for courts plan 


The B.C. government has 
won praise for its proposed 
takeover of provincial courts 
in an effort to improve justice 
— but legal sources don’t 
expect the plan to reduce the 
growing backlog of trials. 

The only way to do that, they 
say, is to provide more courts 
and more judges. 

Attorney-General Alex 
Macdonald announced last 
week the government’s in¬ 
tention to transfer control of 
provincial courts, now mostly 
under municipal ad¬ 
ministration, to the provincial 
government. 

He said the change is in¬ 
tended to improve standards 
of justice and reduce court 
backlogs. 

Hoped-for improvements 
include the phasing-out of 
laymen as judges and of 
RCMP officers as 

prosecutors, along with use of 
a computerized trial-list 
system, he said. 

While no one criticized the 
takeover, many sources said a 


People holding retirement 
property in North Saanich are 
being penalized by the 
provincial government, J. B.

Oak Bay’s saving will be 
approximately the same, 
while Saanich could go even 
higher. Officials in those two 
municipalities were reluctant 
to* come out with over- 
optimistic predictions, as all 
the details of the takeover 
have yet to be spelled out.

Rayon ier buys 
72-acre site; 
orchard plan 


Most of a 72-acre parcel of 
undeveloped land in 
Blenkinsop Valley has been 
sold to Rayonier Canada Ltd. 
to become a tree seedling 
orchard and assure its con¬ 
tinuing role as greenbelt. 

A spokesman for Rayonier 
says the company would 
prefer not to describe its plans 
in detail because final cor¬ 
porate approval of the 
proposed orchard has not been 
given. 

He said there was a “remote 
possibility” the plans would 
not be approved, but he ex¬ 
pected the matter would be 
resolved in a few weeks 

Meanwhile, Saanich 
council, which had been in¬ 
volved in earlier discussions 
about the future of the land 
known as Inst Inke Farm, 
has been told the agreement to 
purchase was signed in 
December. 

The former owner, William 
H. Street, 1000 Beckwith, 
retains his home and a small 
piece of the property, which is 
believed to include part of the 
waterfront of Blenkinsop 
Lake. 

Saanich had been offered 
the property as part of 
Street’s efforts to dispose of 
the parcel over a number of 
years for cultivation, 
agricultural or greenbelt 
purposes, but turned it down. 
A similar offer was made to 
the provincial government, 
which also declined to buy. 

When Rayonier made 
inquiries about land in the 


municipality, Saanich brought 
the parties together. 

Lost Lake Farm was one of 
the last remaining farms so 
close to the urban core, 
rubbing shoulders with the 
former Rithet Farm. The 
latter, just to the north, is 
being developed by Broad- 
mead as an integrated 
residential community. 


“We protest unlimited 
assessment increases.

Prospect Lake was one of 
the areas in the province 
which underwent a 
reassessment this year after 
the 10 per cent a year ceiling 
on increases was lifted. 

Clutching green assessment 
notices, many of which 
showed 50 per cent increases, 
the property owners shot 
questions at Saanich assessor 
Bill Craven. 

Craven told ratepayers they 
had a “good deal” in the past

Mill loses appeal 


The appeal of Rayonier 
Canada Ltd. against pollution 
control requirements at its 
Port Alice sulphite pulp mill 
has been rejected by the B.C. 
cabinet committee. 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
James Inrimer, chairman of 
the four-man committee, said 
the committee unanimously 
upheld the decision of the 
Pollution Control board that 
Rayonier must abide by a 
Pollution Control Branch 
regulation requiring secon¬ 
dary treatment of all effluent 
by the end of 1978. 

The committee decided the 


requirement was not 
“unreasonable or unduly 
burdensome to the industry.” * 

Inrimer said he does not 
think there are any further . 
appeals open to Rayonier. 

The company originally 
appealed last summer and 
some changes were made by 
the Pollution Control Board 
but the secondary treatment 
requirement was not changed. 

Rayonier then had the 
option of appealing either to 
the Supreme Court or to a 
cabinet committee and chose , 
the committee.

In a recent article on radio drama of the 1930s and 1940s, 
Time magazine said it was naive but this was “no more than the 
reflection of a simpler epoch.” 

The average man’s financial woes would be solved if he had 
a dollar for every article in the last few years that has explained 
away widely-varied happenings of the 20th century by saying, in 
effect, “Ah, but the times were simpler then." 

The explanation, which has been used in the punditry of 
Victoria newspapers, is a journalistic copout. To use the 
language of any epoch, simpler or not, it’s hogwash. 

A simple way of bolstering this claim can be expressed in 
three words: Was Hitler simple? Or in these four: Was Joe 
McCarthy simple? 

A student of 20th century journalism will discover that this 
tendency to believe the past was merely the simple life did not 
appear until this decade. 

Yet already, writers who use the copout have declared 
every decade from the 1930s to the 1960s as a “simpler epoch.” 

Maybe one decade was cheaper than its successor, but life 
was hardly more simple. Earning money was probably a more 
complex task in the 1930s than before or since. Sports and the 
arts are hardly becoming more complicated. Sex has always 
been as simple or as complex as you like. 


Tell us, simpler-era believers, was the 1930s decade simpler 
than the 1940s? Did the 1940s outsimple the 1950s? Is this a 
progressive thing or does life remain equally simple until we hit 
a year with a zero in it? 

How far back does the theory go? Everyone concedes the 
1920s were roaring and the 1900-1910 period was innocent. But if 
this is progressive, imagine how simple life was when 
Beethoven wrote those simple tunes this complex era of today 
considers sublime? 

If the writer who considers the 1930s and 1940s a simpler 
epoch is aged 17 or 27, he should be ashamed because he wasn’t 
there and hasn't done enough research. If he is aged 37 or 47, he 
should be ashamed because he was there and knows the facts. 

They can be boiled down into this simple sentence Every 
era, epoch or decade seems simpler to those that follow because 
humans — being simple — remember only the good things. 

Anyone who believes life was simpler then should hang 
around for a future decade that will fondly remember the 1970s 
as a simpler epoch. 

It won’t be, and neither will the future decade, and that’s 
simply all there is to it.

HOUSTON - Miami 
Dolphins Sunday earned the 
right to professional football’s 
finest accolade — the right to 
be honestly compared to the 
Green Bay Packers who 
dominated the National 
Football League in the 1960s. 
Playing before 71,882, a 
sellout crowd in Rice 
University Stadium, the 
Dolphins methodically 
destroyed Minnesota Vikings, 
24-7, to continue the amazing 
record of success (46-9-1 for 
four seasons) they have en¬ 
joyed under the coaching of 
Don Shula. 

It was the third straight 
Super Bowl appearance for 
the Dolphins, and their second 
straight victory. That mat¬ 


ched the accomplishment of 
Vince Lombardi’s Packers, 
who won the NFL cham¬ 
pionship three times in a row 
starting in 1965 and then won 
the first two Super Bowl 
games, in 1966 and 1967. 

Dolphins made it unex¬ 
tended. They were even more 
dominant than the score 
might suggest, establishing 
their authority right from the 
opening kickoff, running up 
the 24-0 lead and easily fen¬ 
ding off Minnesota efforts to 
rally. The Vikings, normally a 
defensively-tough, disciplined 
team which had a lot of 
support, couldn’t match the 
near-perfect execution of the 
confident, business-like 


American Conference 
champions. 

The powerful running of 
I^arry Csonka. who set a Super 
Bowl record for rushing and 
was named the game’s out¬ 
standing player, and the 
poised signal-calling of Bob 
Criese, was ton much for the 
Minnesota defence. And the 
Miami defence, featuring the 
likes of tackle Manny Fer¬ 
nandez and middle-linebacker 
Nick Buoniconti, took ef¬ 
fective care of Fran 
Tarkenton and the Minnesota 
offence. 

Dolphins scored touchdowns 
on their first two possessions, 
and there was never a doubt 
after that. 


They started things by 
getting a fine runback from 
Jake Scott on the opening 
kickoff. Scott took the ball to 
the Miami 38-yard line, and 
the Dolphins took it the rest of 
the way in 10 plays. 

Vikings got nowhere on their 
first series and Dolphins got 
the ball back inunediately on 
their 43-yard line, but with the 
help of the first of the breaks 
their alert play brought. Scott 
fumbled when clobbered on 
the return but a teammate 
recovered and Griese covered 
the 57 yards in 10 plays for a 
14-0 lead. 

It was on the two, first- 
quarter touchdown marches 
that Csonka's play was the 
most telling. He carried five 


times in the first series, 
gaining 37 yards and going in 
for the major score. The 240- 
pound fullback got 28 yards in 
three carries on the second 
touchdown march, which 
ended with him leading Jim 
Klick over the line to get the 
last yard. 

Csonka, who wuuiul up with 
145 yards from 33 carries to 
handily break the record of 
121 yards set by Matt Snell of 
New York Jets in the 1968 
game, helped set up the 
seeor... quarter field goal for 
Garo iapiemian and scored 
the third-quarter touchdown 
which left Vikings in a com¬ 
pletely hopeless position. 
Although Tarkenton set a 
Bowl record by completing 18 
passes — he threw 28 and had 
one intercepted — the Vikings 
could never generate a 
dangerous offence. They were 
plagued by penalties, both on 
offence and defence, and the 
Dolphins shut off their ground 
game and gave them only, 
grudgingly, the short pass. 

It was a sad tale of 
frustration. The Vikings, who 
didn’t move the yardsticks 
until the last play of the first 
quarter, didn’t get their 
second first down until after 
the Dolphins had 13, were 
penalized for holding on the 
kickoff return following 
Klick's touchdown and forced 
to start from their 10-yard 
line.

Last week was a big one for 
Montreal Canadiens and 
Toronto Maple Leafs. 

The Stanley Cup champions, 
bouncing back after some 
internal problems were aired, 
and the Leafs, looking like 
more than just a threat for a 
playoff spot, both won three 
times in three starts with an 
impressive display of scoring 
power. 

Canadiens, humiliated, 8-4, 
in St. tauis on Jan. 2 to start 
the New Year in sad-sack 
style, ran into further troubles 
when veteran-defenceman 
Jacques Laperriere made 
public his disenchantment 
with coach Scotty Bowman. 

It looked then as if the 
National Hockey League 
champions had too many 
problems to overtake Boston 
Bruins and retain East 
Division laurels. But, as has 
often been the case in their 
history, they came to life after 
the family tussle and have 
moved in on the Bruins with a 
four-game winning streak. 

It was easy enough to get it 
started, the next opposition 
being the Vancouver Canucks, 
and on Montreal ice. But after 
a somewhat typical 5-3 win, 
playing just well enough to 
prevail, Canadiens appear to 
have finally come together 
this season. 

They followed the conquest of 
the Canucks with a 2-1 
triumph over the ambitious 
Philadelphia Flyers. Then 
came an 6-3 routing of New 
York Islanders, and on 
Saturday, a most significant 7- 
3 clobbering of Boston Bruins. 

It was the first defeat of the 
season for the Bruins on their 
home ice, where they had won 
19 times and tied twice while 
scoring 107 goals and allowing 
48. They had beaten 
Canadiens twice in two earlier 
meetings this season, each 
time by one goal, and another 
victory certainly would have 
been a big step towards 
definite establishment of East 
Division superiority. But the 
aroused Canadiens were up to 
the challenge, and got two 
goals each fon m .larq^eg bukejovy^Tyo 
Lemaire and Frank Toros missed 
Mahovlich, who hadn’t been 
scoring in old-time style. 

The win moved Canadiens 
within three points of the lead, 
but the Bruins had a game in 
hand and a defeat would have 
left the margin a formidable 
one. 

Anything less than a surge 
would also have allowed the 
Leafs to move in on the run¬ 
ner-up spot. The Toronto club, 
with Darryl Sittler developing 
into one of top two or three 
centremen in the NHL, old¬ 
sters like Norm Ullman and 
Dave Keon playing well and 
the best rookie crop of any 
club, may have improved 
enough to rate as a Stanley 
Cup possibility.

COWICHAN BAY - South 
Cowichan Lawn Tennis Club, 
established in 1888 and only 10 
years younger than the 
venerable courts at Wim¬ 
bledon, suffered from the 
ravages of flooding this fall. 

Broken fences, debris and 
silt all came from an offshoot 
of the Koksilah River, which is 


more prone to flooding in 
recent years because of clear- 
cut logging in the upper 
reaches. 

Club spokesman Jeff Hunter 
denied reports the facility, one 
of the oldest clubs in Canada 
and one of the few remaining 
grass court complexes in the 
Pacific Northwest, might be 
folding.

Chelsea spurns 
otter tor stars 

LONDON — English League first-division club Chelsea has 
turned down an offer of about $1.25 million for two transfer¬ 
seeking soccer stars. 

Stoke City offered about $750,000 for Peter Osgood and around 
$500,000 for Alan Hudson but Chelsea has so far indicated a 
preference for a player exchange rat her than straight cash. 

"We are prepared to go heavily into debt if we could sign 
Osgood and Hudson," said Stoke chairman Albert Hcnshall. 

Meanwhile, Derby County manager Dave MacKay resumed 
negotiations for Osgood after the clubs had tentatively agreed to 
a $75,000 deal which would take Derby's centre-forward Roger 
Davies to Chelsea.

I^and is also disappearing 
with the flood waters. 

"Iiast year we lost a piece 
approximately 30 feet by 100 
yards. I don’t know how long 
this can go on," said Hunter. 

Compounding these dif¬ 


ficulties is the almost im¬ 
possible task of keeping a 
caretaker on the club grounds. 

The last couple, out of a long 
line of caretakers to reside in 
the clubhouse, quit in 
December after being flooded 
out twice this season and three 
times last winter. 

The clubhouse, shared with 
the Cowichan Cricket Club, 
has beert brokeh into twice 
since the last caretakers left. 

Meanwhile, Hunter said it 
was "hard to pin people 
down” in the two provincial 
departments — highways and 
water resources — concerned 
with flooding in the area. 


A study was done into the 
problem several years ago but 
it was probably "filed in the 
bottom drawer." 

"It seems a pity to think you 
can’t get anything done," said 
Hunter. 

And not much support for the 
club appears to be forth¬ 
coming from area residents. 

The major open tournament 
held by the club each year 
draws its main strength from 
interested players in the 
United States. 

Several years from now, if 
the Koksilah flooding con¬ 
tinues unabated, there might 
not be much left to care for. 


Bowlers receive aid 
from provincial fund 


Bowling has received $10,700 
from the B.C. Physical Fit¬ 
ness and Amateur Sports 
Fund. 

Gordon Pynn, secretary of 
the government group that 
dispersed $1,016,425 to sports 
organizations last year, an¬ 
nounced the grants, which 
increased $4,700 from last 
season’s dispersements to 
bowling. 

Getting $2,000, an increase of 
$600, was the Bowlers 
Association of B.C., a fivepin 
association. Youth Bowling 
Council, which received $900 
last year, and the B.C. Fivepin 
Association, recipient of $100 
in 1973, were next with $1,400. 

An association for mentally 
retarded bowlers got $1,000, 
compared to $100 in the last 
grant. Master Bowlers 
Association, which received 
$900, was the only group to be 
cut down from the previous 
year.

year. The Women’s Provincial 
Tenpin Association was given 
$800, an increase of $470. 

Six groups, B.C. Secondary 
Schools, Golden Age, Blind 
Bowling Committee, Youth 
Bowling Association, 
Canadian Bowling Congress 
Hosting Committee and 
Bowling Federation of B.C., 
received $500 each. B.C. 
Secondary Schools and Golden 
Age both got $100 in 1973, Blind 
Bowling Committee received 
$125 last year and Canadian 
Congress Hosting Committee, 
which is putting on the World 
fivepin championships in 
Vancouver this Easter 
(April), and Bowling 
Federation of B.C., a newly- 
formed group which was 
charged with gathering in all 
submissions for grants and 
presenting the final brief to 
the provincial fund com¬ 
mittee, did not make any 
applications last year. 

The lowest grant, $200, was 
given the provincial men’s 
tenpin association, which 
collected $100 the previous 
year. 

"We felt we got them 
(various factions of bowling) 
together a little better," Pynn 
said, explaining the increase 
received by the sport from the 
provincial fund. "There was a 
little better representation 
this year."

It had been felt that the 
political in-fighting among 
bowling groups had hurt the 
sport, especially when it came 
time to make submissions for 
the grant. 

Pynn said that of the 50 to 60 
sports receiving financial aid 
from the B.C. Physical Fit¬ 
ness and Amateur Sports 
Fund, only bowling and 
curling had requested the 
government agency to 
disperse the funds to the in¬ 
dividual organizations. 

Most of the others, Pynn 
explained, received a lump 
sum and sorted out the grants 
within their own organization.

"1.12 Height of Buildings Height of Buildings’ shall 
be the perpendicular distance from the grade as 
defined in the National Building Code." 

(b) That Section 6.5 under PART SIX, "R-3 
MULTIPLE DWELLING DISTRICTS” of the said 
Bylaw be and is hereby REPEALED and the 
following Section 6.5 substituted therefor: 

"6.5 Height of Buildings Height of a Building' shall 
not exceed three storeys or three storeys and 
basement and in any event no building shall exceed 
thirty-five feet in height." 

(c) That Bylaw No. 759 aforementioned be further 
amended by the addition to PART SIX. "R-3 
MULTIPLE DWELLING DISTRICTS" of the 
following as Section 6.15: 

"6.15 Minimum Lot Size A Multiple Dwelling shall 
not be constructed on any lot except where: 

(a) the entire front line of the lot abuts on a street, 
has a width along such street of not less than 100 feet 
and such lot comprises a total area of not less than 
12,000 square feet, or 

(b) the front set back line of a lot has a width of not 
less than 100 feet across the front line of the main 
building on such lot and such lot to the rear of the 
front set back line comprises a total area of not less 
than 20.000 square feet."

LONDON — Fears that 
early closing of television 
programs to conserve elec¬ 
tricity may bring on a baby 
boom has prompted the 
flashing of a birth control 
message each night on TV 
screens. 

"Make sure your baby is 
wanted” is the message that 
will be screened starting Jan. 
28 under the sponsorship of six 
London boroughs. 

A spokesman for one of the 
sponsors said : ‘‘Undoubtedly, 
the early close down of 
television, which means that 
people will have more 
recreation time, could result 
in an increase in the birth¬ 
rate.” 

WASHINGTON - The U.S. 
postal service is planning to 
use the sun’s rays to heat in 
winter and cool in summer an 
experimental post office. 

The building will be con¬ 
structed next year in Ridley 
Park, near Chester, Pa. and, 
if successful, will be the first 
of many. 


TOKYO - The glittering 
streets of Tokyo were plunged 
into darkness Monday by 
strict new energy cuts. 

The order, which has made 
night-time Tokyo as dark as it 
was at the end of the Second 
World War, in the result of a 
mandatory 15 per cent cut¬ 
back in electricity and oil 
consumption by major in¬ 
dustries. 

The new cut was made 
despite the expectation of 
more oil shipments from the 
Middle East because of 
Japan’s shift to a more pro- 
Arab policy. 

Electric signs were dimmed 
Monday and oil consumption 
is to be limited starting Feb. 1. 
The government enforced a 
previous 10 per cent cut in 
electricity and oil use in 
October when Japan was 
threatened by the Arab oil 
boycott. 

Meanwhile, Japan Airlines 
has announced it will cancel 


108 domestic flights to con¬ 
serve fuel. 

In London, Britain and 
Japan issued a joint call for 
.world co-operation to avoid 
disorderly competition for 
scarce supplies of oil. 

The communique said such 
co-operation would minimize 
restrictive measures which 
would deflate world markets. 
It also welcomed U.S. 
initiatives in calling for talks 
on the crisis. 

SEATTLE — Charging 
there is a total lack of con¬ 
fidence in the U.S. oil in¬ 
dustry, Sen. Henry Jackson 
(Dem.-Wash.) said ‘‘the 
public is about to revolt.” 

Jackson said tie plans to 
introduce legislation 
requiring that a government- 
appointed member be on the 
board of directors of every 
major oil company to watch 
out for the public interest. 

He said his measure would 
force the companies to 


OTTAWA - The govern¬ 
ment’s controversial wire¬ 
tapping bill received royal 
assent Monday, The bill 
forbids bugging by private 
organizations or individuals 
and restricts police use of 
electronic surveillance 
equipment. A key clause, 
which had earlier been 
rejected by the Senate, has 
been retained. Under it, the 
attorney general must notify a 
person he has been under 
surveillance within 90 days of 
the bugging device being 
removed. 

REGINA — Palliser Wheat 
Growers Association has 
come out with a strong attack 
on the Canadian Wheat Broad 
and its methods of setting 
prices and transporting grain. 
The association asked the 
government to remove 
maximum grain handling 
charges to allow free com¬ 
petition in setting the price. It 
called for an open domestic 
market for feed grain rather 
than having the wheat board 
as the sole selling agent for 


grains going from the Prairies 
to British Columbia or the 
East. 

OTTAWA — Housing prices 
should decline, according to 
the Urban Affairs Minister 
Ron Basford. He made his 
prediction after release of 
statistics which show housing 
construction in 1973 reached 
record levels for the third 
consecutive year.

Jackson said oil company 
representatives would be 
questioned under oath about 
oil supplies at hearings 
starting Jan. 21.

“the public is about to revolt.” 

‘‘People are not going to 
continue to make sacrifices 
unless they get some honest, 
factual, straightforward 
answers about the extent of 
the shortage and who is 
benefitting from the shor¬ 
tage,” he said. 


Smoke warnings ignored 


NEW YORK — Hell, high 
water or the surgeon- 
general’s report, the public 
simply has to have another 
cigarette. 

Teh years ago last week, the 
surgeon-general of the United 
States issued a weighty report 
detailing all the health 
hazards to smoking. But 
despite scientific* 
confirmation of the 387- 
page warning, restrictions on 
cigarette advertising, an 
intensive educational cam¬ 
paign and a growing force of 
non-smokers seeking to limit 
smoking in public places, 
sales of the week are at an all- 
time high. 

Surveys show that 40 per 
cent of American men and 30 
per cent of women still are 
addicted. 

Consumption is on the rise 
and 3,000 teen-agers become 
new smokers each day. 


Although an estimated 10 
million Americans have quit 
in the past 10 years, the ranks 
uf sniukeis have swelled hum 
50 million in 1964 to 52 million 
today. 

Even so, officials estimate 
that without the anti-smoking 
campaign, the number ol 
smokers in the U.S. today 
would have been 75 million. 

In addition, health concern 
has led to an increasing use of 


cigarette filters and tobacco 
substitutes that in turn has 
resulted in an 18-per-cent drop 
in the per capita consumption 
of cigarette tobacco and a 32- 
per-cent decline in tar and 
nicotine content. 

In other words, while more 
people are smoking, they’re 
puffing on less potent 
cigarettes in the hope that 
they’re reducing the risks.

Royal Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals that she put prawns 
on the hot stove and watched 
as they “jumped about in 
agony.” 

In court last week, the case 
was adjourned for two months 
so that experts can come to 


grips with such questions as: 
What is cruelty? What is a 
prawn? 

The defence lawyer argued 
that prawns are neither fish 
nor animals, but insects, and 
therefore not covered by the 
1912 Protection of Animals 
Act.

A $20 million contract for 
manufacture and installation 
of B.C. Hydro converter 
equipment and electrical 
facilities at Duncan and Delta 
substations has been awarded 
to the American-based 
General Electric Co. Ltd., 
B.C. Hydro has announced. 

Converter equipment will be 
used with two new underwater 
cables that will he laid to 
carry electricity from the 
Lower Mainland to Vancouver 
Island. 

The new circuit is scheduled 
to go into service by 1976 and 
will increase the direct 
current power supply to the 
Island, initially providing a 
maximum capacity of 225,000 
kilowatts in addition to the

kilowatts, including overload 
which can be used during the 
winter months when demand 
is at its height. 


Converter equipment to be 
installed at Arnott substation 
in Delta will convert alter¬ 
nating current to direct 
current for transmission 
through submarine cables and 
conventional overhead 
powerlines to the Island.

Lady Patricia dies 


Survey asks residents 
lifestyle preference 


Princess Patricia’s 
Canadian Light Infantry lost 
its colonel-in-chief when Lady 
Patricia Ramsay died 
Saturday at her home in 
Windlesham, Surrey, 
England, at the age of 87. 

Born Princess Patricia of 
Connaught, she was the 
youngest of three children of 
the Duke of Connaught and 
granddaughter of Queen 
Victoria. 

Maj.-Gen. C. B. Ware, 
colonel of the regiment, left 
Victoria Saturday for the 
funeral in St. George’s 
Chapel, Windsor. Three 
corporals from the Third 
Battalion, PPCLI, at Work 
Point, have also flown to 
England to act as pall¬ 
bearers. They are M-Cpl. E. 
J. Luscombe, M-Cpl. J. T. 
Towers and Cpl. P. A. Hoppe. 

Other members of the 
regiment from Calgary, 
Edmonton and Winnipeg will 
also attend. 

Maj.-Gen. George Pearkes, 
whose association with the 
regiment dates back to 1920,

said that I,ady Patricia ‘will 
be sadly missed.'* 

“She always took a keen 
interest in her regiment," he 
said. 

Princess Patricia became 
the chatelaine of Government 
House when her father was 
appointed Governor General 
of Canada in 1911. Then a 
young woman of 25, the 
princess captivated the 
Canadian public with her 
beauty and charm. 

In August, 1914, at the 
request of General Hamilton 
Gault, the Duke of Connaught 
approved the use of his 
daughter's name in the title of 
the newly formed PPCLI. 
From then until her death she 
maintained a personal in¬ 
terest in the regiment. She 
was made colonel-in-chief on 
Feb. 22. 1918. 

The princess relinquished 
her royal titles when she 
married Cmdr. Alexander 
Ramsay on Feb. 27, 1919. She 
accompanied her husband, 
who later became Admiral Sir 
Alexander Ramsay, GCVO, 


KCB, DSO, to Paris, 1919-1922 
and the East Indies, 1936-1938. 

Their home was at Ribsden 
Holt, Bagshot, Surrey, until 
his death in September, 1972. 

I-ady Patricia last visited 
the First Battalion in 1964, 
after it had moved from Work 
Point to Hemer. West Ger¬ 
many, on the 50th anniversary 
of the formation of the 
regiment. 

In September of the same 
year she was in Edmonton as 
the guest of the Second Bat¬ 
talion. This was her last visit 
to Canada. 

Princess Patricia’s name 
has been perpetuated in 
Canada, not only in her 
regiment, but in Patricia Lake 
District in northwestern 
Ontario and Patricia District 
in southern British Columbia. 

At press time, funeral 
arrangements in England had 
not been completed. The Third 
Battalion at Work Point was 
working on details of a 
proposed memorial service in 
Victoria which will be an¬ 
nounced later.

EXTENSION COURSES ONLY 

New varsity proposed 


Creation of a fourth 
university in B.C. which would 
offer only extension courses 
was suggested Friday by John 
Bremer as a means of im¬ 
proving continuing education 
for adults. 

In what might be his last 
official function as B.C. 
Education Commissioner, the 
controversial British-born 
educator said the present 
university system is "hostile" 
to the concept of continuing 
education. 

He spoke at a public hearing 
at the University of Victoria, 
the first of three scheduled to 
discuss his recommendations 
to change the University Act. 

“It might be the only way 
we can provide access without 
changing the university 
structure is if a new kind of 
university is created to handle 
only extension courses,"' he 
said. 

His suggestion, he added 
"might at least goad the three 
universities in the province 
into taking adult part-time 
instruction seriously." 

Bremer made the com¬ 
ments in response to a brief 
presented by B.C.’s Inter- 
University Committee on 
Continuing Education which

said B.C. had among the worst 
offerings in that field in«the 
country. 

"We are concerned that 
there is no group com¬ 
missioned which will study the 
purposes and programs of 
higher education in general, 
or higher adult education in 
particular," said the report, 
presented by UVic’s con¬ 
tinuing education head, Dr. 
I^rry Devlin. 

"Thousands of qualified 
adults are unable to pursue a 
university degree simply 
because they cannot attend 
classes during the daytime 


when the majority of courses 
are offered. The number of 
evening credit courses offered 
by all universities (in B.C.) is 
pitifully small," the report 
said. 

It also suggested all courses 
be open to those enrolled in 
departments of continuing 
education. 

The continuing education 
brief was one of two presented 
at the hearing on the com¬ 
mission’s interim report on 
University Governance, 
which, Bremer said, was 
intended in some cases to be 
"vague” and "extreme."

North island drivers 
get Autoplan break 


Motorists on northern 
Vancouver Island have had 
their government auto in¬ 
surance rates cut by amounts 
ranging up from $150. 

The area, previously in¬ 
cluded in the highly-rated 
Northern Interior territory for 
i insurance purposes, has been 
moved to the lower-rated 
Central Vancouver Island 
territory, so that rates have 
been substantially reduced for 
passenger and commercial 
vehicles. 

ICBC spokesmen said 
Autoplan originally placed the 
northern end of the Island in 
the more expensive category 
because private insurance 
companies were permitted a 
year ago to charge a sur-

charge on rates in those areas, 
bringing them to a level 
comparable with the high 
interior rates. 

But when Autoplan rates 
were reviewed it was 
discovered that nearly all 


drivers in that area would be 
entitled to a rebate because 
the surcharge was not in¬ 
cluded on their 1972 rates, 
which are being used as the 
comparison figure for rebates 
on overpriced insurance. 


PARK IN LIMBO 


WASHINGTON - The 
future of the Gulf Islands and 
the San Juan Islands will not 
be decided for at least a year. 

The International Joint 
Commission made its 
delaying decision here after 
considering a proposal 
presented by the Point 
Roberts Board to turn the 
area into an international 
recreation and conservation 
park. 

The board, established by 


the commission to propose 
plans for the area, ran into 
opposition from B.C. and 
Washington State residents 
when it presented its idea at 
public hearing in December. 

A commission official said 
the board’s plan was not 
adequately discussed at the 
hearings. 

He said the board will 
review its proposals and 
return to the West Coast to 
discuss them in 1975.

The fence is part of a nation¬ 
wide project to protect air¬ 
craft and aircraft operators. 
Knowland said. 

The fence will be gated at 
key locations around the 
airport hangars. 

No date has been set for the 
erection of the fence. 


Plans to expand Dunsmuir 
junior secondary school this 
fall into a junior-senior 
secondary have been 
scrapped by Sooke school 
board. 

Instead, Belmont-Fisher, a 
1,600 student school created in 
September by combining 
Belmont senior and Fisher 
junior secondary, is to be 
gradually converted to a 
senior secondary school.

Another witness, Lorrance 
Townsend, 1808 Chestnut, said 
a man fired the first shot from 
the driver’s side of the car 
then ran to the passenger side 
and fired again. 

Other witnesses told Mr. 
Justice A. A. Mackoff and a 
Supreme Court jury that the 
man who fired the shots left in 
a large white car. 

Prior to the shooting, Mrs. 
Eveleigh had been in Palm 
Springs Health Spa in Hillside 
Plaza. 

The trial continues.

U.S. well 
on way 
to hell 


NEW YORK - The United 
States hasn't gone completely 
to hell, hut it's so far along the 
road there is little chance of it 
turning around. 

That’s the opinion of Dr. 
Erich Fromm. 73-year-old 
social philospher, 
psychoanalyst and author of 
such hooks as The Art of 
Loving and The Sane Society. 

An exile from Hitler’s 
Germany. Fromm moved to 
the U.S. in the early 1930s to 
live and work in a democratic 
nation. Now. 40 years later, 
the whole thing has turned 
sour. 

U.S. society, he says, is 
dominated by a passion for 
destruction and he lays the 
blame on unrestrained in¬ 
dustrialism. moral torpor and 
the absence of a common 
ethical vision. 

"The U.S. is not yet entirely 
in hell, Fromm said. 
“There is a very small chance 
of avoiding it, hut I am not an 
optimist ” 

In his view, industrialism in 
the U.S. has not only created 
an overdose of creature 
comforts, but has tended to 
make a person’s life seem 
unimportant. The process 
began at the end of the Second 
World War when U.S. industry 
began spewing out an endless 
flow of automobiles, washing 
machines, television sets, 
refrigerators. air con¬ 
ditioners, electric blankets, 
pleasure boats, heated 
swimming pools and barbecue 
pits. 

tx An excess of material 
things, way beyond the 
necessaries of life, has 
numbed most Americans to 
the point where they are in¬ 
different to violence.” 

Fromm said. “There has 
hfen material expansion. We 
have grown soft from it at a 
sacrifice of, what shall call it, 
the soul.” 


He claims Americans have 
accepted the logic of 
machinery, which is to 
demonstrate how machinery 
works. 

“The ultimate purpose of 
making a gun, he ex¬ 
plained. “is to fire it.” 

The result is that the U.S. 
has become the world’s most 
destructive society. 

“The U.S. bombed Viet 
Nam. if not hack to the Stone 
age, at least to the Bronze, 
slaughtering hundreds of 
thousand of hapless 
peasants in the Indochina 
War," he said. 

"Our society is also in¬ 
ternally destructive, 
Fromm continued. “In the last 
decade or so. a million people 
have been killed in highway 
accidents, We produce cars 
with builttin obsolesence. 
Knowing the possible dangers, 
we continue to pollute the 
environment. And we sub¬ 
sidize violence on the screen 
— movies in which human life 
is depicted as brutish and 
cheap. 

“We have become 
destructive out of horedoAm, 
we are people without vigor 
and without vital impulse, and 
we need to regain a sense of 
national excitement.” 

The only hope is in a 
younger generation seeking a 
more positive society and 
establishing moral goals. 

"Our society requires a 
change of rvalues. Fromm I 
said, “not more consumption, I 
not more luxuries, hut pr- I 
duction limited to the| 
necessaries of life for all. 

“There is still a moral I 
residue in America compound I 
of our religious and humane! 
tradition in which the proper! 
goal of society is to serve its] 
members. It is a good society ] 
which offers a religious or | 
ethical vision of itself and sees 
itself also a power for gpod in | 
the world.”
